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Highlights of the May 1976 Board Meeting 


The regular spring meeting of the 
Board of Directors of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club took place at 
Saratoga Springs, New York, May 
16—17, 1976 in connection with the 
99th Annual Meeting. All members 
were present and the meeting marked 
the concluding meeting for President 
Donald T. Burton and First Vice-Presi- 
dent Richard H. Merritt, each of whom 
completed two elected terms. 


In addition to highlights of action 
taken as reviewed below by commit- 
tee, the Board also: established the 
date of the Centennial annual business 
meeting to be on or about October 10, 
1977 in connection with the World 
Guernsey Conference; accepted an in- 
vitation from the South Carolina 
Guernsey Cattle Club to host the 
10ist annual meeting in 1978; and 
authorized investigation of a possible 
development of a Guernsey Credit 
Association. 


EXECUTIVE/FINANCE COMMITTEE 


(Burton, Chm.; Merritt; Phillips; Haga; 
Herman; McClelland) 


The Committee proposed uniform 
policies set by the Board regarding 
collections be applied to delinquent 
accounts to work down accounts re- 
ceivables to 100% of sales. 

A major decision was the conclusion 
to increase registration and transfer 
fees by $2.50 for both members and 
non-members, to become effective im- 
mediately. 


YOUTH/PROMOTION/JOURNAL 


(Phillips, Chm.; Beauvais; Herman; 
Housley; Pralle; Pritzl; Mungle; Weldy; 
Wirt; Witmer) 


The Youth program was reviewed 
and the present basic requirements for 
current programs were confirmed but 
with the addition of some travel sup- 
port to the Outstanding Guernsey 
Youth Award. The level of production 
records being submitted in the Nation- 
al Junior Guernsey Production Contest 
was particularly noted as outstanding 
with all records submitted for the 
1975 contest year, including the indi- 
vidual cow, group of three and group 
of six animals, averaging 15,608M— 
718F, 305—2x ME. 

The sales service fee for private 
treaty sales by the field staff was 
increased from 5% to 6% with 1% to 
automatically be invested in the Per- 
manent Promotion Fund. 

A favorable projection on Journal 
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advertising was received resulting from 
advertising increases in area directories 
and encouragement from commercial 
advertising. 


PERFORMANCE/RULES 
COMMITTEE 
(Wirt, Chm.; Mungle; Pralle; Pritzl; 
Weldy ; Witmer; Ward) 


The registrations of 428 animals 
over two years of age, which were 
applied for from November 12, 1975 
through May 11, 1976, were ratified. 

Effective July 1, 1976, a fee of $10 
will be assessed the reserving of a 
prefix name, except no charge will 
apply to requests made by junior 
members. 

Current rules for registering off- 
spring resulting from artificial insemi- 
nation require that any bull from 
which semen is frozen must be blood- 
typed. A relatively few cases occur in 
which a bull may die or is slaughtered 
before being blood-typed, in which 
case use of the semen is restricted to 
the owner’s own herd. Effective im- 
mediately, in such cases, not only will 
use of the semen be restricted to the 
owner’s own herd, but a fee equal to 
the cost of blood-typing and listing 
will be assigned. 

Upon request by an owner, penalty 
fees on the registration of overage 
animals may be waived from herds 
affected by the PCB and PBP feed 
poisoning in Michigan to update regis- 
trations on overage animals which have 
been saved. 

Statistics revealed that 694 Provi- 
sional Registration animals have been 
recorded to date from which 1,341 
descendants have been entered in the 
Herd Register, including one fifth gen- 
eration animal. Production require- 
ments were revised whereby the aver- 
age of the DHIA records of a nominee 
must be at least 115% of the herd 
average for the year of application for 
cows classified Very Good or Excel- 
lent and 120% of herd average for 
cows classified 82.5, but the average 
must be equal to or higher than 115% 
or 120% also applied to the DHIA 
breed average. 

A Provisional Registration Herd Pro- 
gram was voted to activate working 
activities with herds in which there is 
currently very little or no registration 
activity. Through such a program com- 
mercial grade and mixed herds would 
have an opportunity to take advantage 
of programs leading to positive identi- 
fication and Provisional Registration. 

A total performance evaluation pro- 


gram consisting of a joint DHIR/Type 
Classification package was voted to 
become effective January 1, 1977. 
Under such a program one combined 
fee will include both DHIR testing and. 
regular type classification at a rate 
advantage for herds enrolled on the 
package arrangement. The DHIR fee 
for herds nor enrolled under the pack- 
age plan will be increased 25 cents per 
cow and type classification 50 cents 
per cow. 

It was voted to initiate ““The Top 50 
Active Sire’s List” in lieu of develop- 
ing revised sire awards which were 
curtailed at the end of 1975. The new 
listing is to be updated following the 
release of each USDA Sire Summary 
run and include the highest 50 bulls 
which are currently active based upon 
Predicted Difference for milk, and in 
addition to the USDA Sire Summary 
include the most recent owner or 
lessee and Type Classification break- 
down expressed as a numeric deviation 
from breed average. 

A new Class Leader class was estab- 
lished for cows 10 years and over to 
become retroactive and initiated as 
soon as possible. 

Production requirements for news 
releases were revised. Routine releases 
will now be sent out for cows making 
or exceeding 15, 16 and 17,000 lbs. of 
milk as two, three and four-year-olds 
and over, respectively; cows which 
reach 100,000 pounds lifetime; and 
cows winning production trophies. 

The committee also recommended, 
and the Board adopted, that registra- 
tion fees for bulls should be double 
that of females. 


TYPE COMMITTEE 


(Fish, Chm.; Beauvais; Bennett; Hous- 
ley and Sowerby. Absent — Lancaster; 
Orisio) 


Following a review of the Type 
Classification program, the decision 
was made to make a 10-point spread 
between alphabetic ratings (E, VG, 
etc.) to replace the present five points. 
Under the revised scoring, the follow- 
ing point values will apply: Excellent 
90 and up; Very Good 80-89 inclu- 
sive; Desirable 70—79 inclusive; Ac- 
ceptable 60—69 inclusive; Fair 50—59 
inclusive; and Poor — below 50 points. 

Certain revisions were adopted in 
the format of the breakdowns of the 
worksheet. These include the deletion 
of shoulders from the General Appear- 
ance section and placing it in the 
defects section. Additionally, a re- 
marks column will include factors 
which do not affect the score and will 
be listed as follows:

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FEE REVISIONS NOW EFFECTIVE 


Basic financial support of services provided by 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club is dependent 
upon registration and transfer fees. 

During the current inflationary era, an attempt 
has been made to maintain a continuing level of 
services by reducing overhead costs and procedures 
in lieu of raising fees. 

The Board of Directors has recognized, however, 
that a limitation of this procedure would eventu- 
ally be reached. Accordingly, at the May 16, 1976 
meeting in Saratoga Springs, New York, the Board 
voted to revise the registration and transfer fee 


schedule to be realistic with today’s operational 
costs. Such decision is in line with responsibilities 
charged to the Board by the By-Laws of the Club. 


The feasibility of the update of fees is shown 
below in a summary of the actual fee history of the 
past 28 years since the post-World War || period, as 
they relate to the minimum age rate. Since the 
minimum age fee for registrations applies to 75% 
of the applications currently received, the history 
comparison relates to the major portion of applica- 
tions received.

It will be noted that in the past 28 years 
registration fees have only increased a total of 
$2.00 each for members and non-members and 
transfer fees have only increased a total of $1.50 
for members and non-members. On the other hand, 
the price of milk has doubled for an increase of 
$4.55/cwt and the average sale price at public 
auction has increased $195 per head.

This same quart of Guernsey milk has as much calcium as 45 
eggs, 67 slices of enriched white bread, 26 lbs. of roast beef, 
26 cups of green beans or 14 pork chops. 


Let’s speak out for milk — not only during June Dairy 
Month, but every month of the year. Urge people to drink 
more milk — point out that it is really one of the most 
economical of all the food buys. 

The Guernsey cow has always been noted for its nutri- 
tious, flavorful, high-quality table milk. Let’s continue to pay 
attention to quality and supply a milk that distributors seek 
and consumers want and are willing to buy. Quality products 
have always been in demand and are never in oversupply.

A report of a year’s sampling of 
finished products by markets revealed 
that Guernsey products consistently 
maintained a record of milk solids-not- 
fat from 9—9.5%, and a margin on 
protein. The same study revealed that 
fortification apparently takes place in 
many competitive non-Guernsey prod- 
ucts in the same market. This again 
reveals the necessity and added cost of 
non-Guernsey products to provide an 
acceptable consumer appeal whereas 
with Guernsey, a standard is set by the 
natural product. 

The Committee approved a compan- 
ion dock sampling project to be initi- 
ated. 

Data relating to the protein content 
of milk and cheese yields were re- 
viewed which reveals high protein 
milks such as Guernsey result in a 
significant cheese yield and also dollar 
value in today’s market. Such informa- 
tion also relates to the dire need for an 
equitable pricing system for producer 
milk through component pricing — a 
concept which the committee re- 
affirmed.

This, along 
with a much greater degree of con- 
sumer acceptance of milk prices, re- 
sulted in a sales decrease of 5 percent 
compared with a decrease of 9 percent 
one year ago. 

“Much time was spent in designing 
new cartons and point of purchase 
material to comply with new federal 
labelling requirements. 

“Results of a one-year component 
testing program for finished products 
are almost completed. 

“A third all-Guernsey marketing co- 
operative has been formed joining the 
Northwest Guernsey Association and 
Central Indiana Guernsey Breeders Co- 
operative. Tri-State Guernsey Pro- 
ducers Cooperative became a legally 
qualified marketing cooperative on 
September 1, 1975. 

“Wisconsin led all territories in total 
quart sales, followed by California- 
Intermountain and Tri-States-Missouri. 

“In the three largest distributors 
category, Shamrock Foods Company 
of Phoenix, Ariz., moved into first 
place with Golden Guernsey Dairy 
Cooperative, Milwaukee, Wis., and An- 
derson-Erickson Dairy, Des Moines, 
Iowa ranking second and third respec- 
tively. 

“Newcomers to the top 25 list 
included Shumadine Dairy Corpora- 
tion, Virginia; Oberlin Dairy, Ohio, 
and Susquehanna Valley Farms Dairy, 
Inc., Pennsylvania.

It is 
essential that we 1) sample the right 
kind of bulls, 2) collect the semen 
early (15 months of age), 3) distribute 
the semen quickly and get it used, 4) 
shut the bull off and put him on a 
waiting list once he is collected and 
used, and 5) preserve the bull. Walt 
Frahm, president of Michigan Guern- 
sey Breeders’ Association, Franken- 
muth, Mich., told about the Michigan 
Young Sire Sampling Program and 
how it works. 

Dr. M. L. Weldy, Maurana Farm, 
Goshen, Ind., was chairman of the 
discussion on Herd Health. Dr. Weldy, 
Herman J. Haga, Fort Valley, Ga., and 
Rowland R. Beauvais, Rougemont, 
N.C., did a fine job on the discussion. 
The subjects covered were 1) raising 
calves, 2) infertility, 3) getting cows 
bred, 4) twisted abomasum, 5) need to 
continue the vaccination for brucel- 
losis, and 6) Johne’s Disease.

projects for several years including 
some Guernsey calves and heifers. He 
was hired as a DHIA Supervisor for 
five years, and during this time pur- 
chased eight cows, and milked them 
while continuing cow testing in his 
county. He rented buildings and land 
for two years in order to find a way to 
get started farming, and dairying with 
Guernseys. In 1964, he bought the 
present farm of 170 acres on a con- 
tract basis. In 1972 he purchased an 
additional 140 acres to add to his 
growing operation, and then in 1975, 
purchased another 120 acres on con- 
tract. 


His future plans with Guernseys are 
to improve the herd for type, produc- 
tion and uniformity. He is anxious to 
help others get started, as he knows 
how difficult the first years can be, 
and he devotes much time to working 
with youth in dairying. 

Frank milked all five dairy breeds 
before choosing the one he liked best. 
He found out that Guernseys are 
efficient producers of high-quality 
milk. He likes their disposition and 
their ease of handling. He feels that 
efficiency is the prime reason he made 
his choice—Guernseys. The present 
Prairie Moon herd is all registered and 
numbers 115 head; 55 milking, 60 
heifers. He feels the bulls, he breeds 
and uses, have correct type and are 
linebred to transmit certain strengths 
he feels his herd needs. Their dams 
have the ability to produce 20,000 lbs. 
milk or 800 lbs. fat. Longevity, tem- 
perament and breeding efficiency are 
prime considerations. He uses some Al 
for outcrossing and on certain cows 
where he feels the breeding will match 
up more advantageously. 

The herd is on DHIR test, has been 
classified nine times, and is advertised 
in the breed Journal. He regularly 
attends the Guernsey type schools and 
held one at Prairie Moon in 1975. He 
is on the approved list of judges. His 
herd won Gold Star Herd recognition 
in 1972, 1973. He shows regularly, 
and in 1975, showed at six fairs 
winning grand champion at all six 
shows with three different cows. He 
was premier exhibitor at the lowa 
State Fair five of the last seven years. 
He had grand champion and supreme 
champion at the Dairy Cattle Congress 
in 1974, 1975. In the three-year-old 
class they had first, second and third, 
in a class of 33 at the World Dairy 
Expo and senior and grand champion 
female in 1974, 1975. 

Frank has been a director for six 
years and president for three years of 
the lowa Guernsey Breeders’ Associa- 
tion. He has been president of Guern- 
sey District 1 for several years. Frank 
served on the Resolutions Committee 
for The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club in 1973 and is presently on the 
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Nominating Committee for 1976. He 
has been a voting delegate to the 
Mid-Am and is very active in all 4-H 
local affairs. He has judged many 
Parish Shows in Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
and Nebraska in addition to several 
county fairs in Iowa; both 4-H and 
open classes. He judged the Wisconsin 
State Fair in 1975. Frank served as 
Church Trustee for two terms of six 
years; Extension Council, 4-H County 
Committee six years; 4-H leader, coach 
of County Dairy Judging team, Farm 
Bureau member, member of the Dairy 
Shrine and The American Guemsey 
Cattle Club; and Superintendent of the 
4-H Dairy County Fair for three years.

WHEREAS, the per capita consumption 
of fluid milk is dependent upon consumer 
preference and acceptance and research 
shows that consumers prefer a milk solids- 
not-fat content in the area of at least 9.25% 
and this additional solids-not-fat enhances 
the nutritional value of fluid milk;

Henderson State Teachers’ College on 
an athletic scholarship, receiving his 
B.A. in 1935. Foregoing a bid to play 
professional football, he taught mathe- 
matics and coached athletics in high 
school until 1939, then served as an 
investment counselor in a four-state 
area until May 1941 when he volun- 
teered for service in the United States 
Army. After serving as an instructor, 
he was sent to Europe and fought in 
the Battle of the Bulge, being dis- 
charged as a captain with four cam- 
paign ribbons and a Bronze Star for 
gallantry. 

Following army service he returned 
to his primary interests, bought a dairy 
farm and enrolled in the College of 
Agriculture at the University of Arkan- 
sas, receiving his B.S. degree in 1947.

After being employed by Michigan 
State University, he has given leader- 
ship to the dairy cattle Extension 
breeding program, with two main 
thrusts: (1) promote production test- 
ing and show how these records should 
be used, and (2) work very closely 
with A.I. organizations in the selection 
of sires. He developed simplified cul- 
ling and selection procedures for com- 
mercial dairymen, designing and pro- 
ducing a dairy slide rule to assist 
dairymen in making genetic rankings. 
During his tenure at Michigan State he 
became responsible for the Kellogg 
Farm herd which has become legen- 
dary in the breed. His outstanding 
asset is his ability to decipher technical 
information into terms of practical 
application.

JACOB G. (Jerry) Cash, 67, Profes- 
sor Emeritus, Dairy Science Extension, 
University of Illinois, died suddenly on 
April 2, at Urbana, Illinois. He is 
survived by his wife Ettamae at home; 
daughters Mrs. Barbara Frock, Austin, 
Texas and Mrs. Colleen Moore, Mem- 
phis, Tenn.; a son Fred of Urbana; 
four grandchildren; and his mother 
and sister Mrs. Louise Clifton, of 
Watseka, Illinois. 

Professor Cash served the dairymen 
of Illinois as Extension dairy specialist 
from March 1, 1933 until he left that 
position on July 31, 1970. He 
remained on the College of Agriculture 
staff in a teaching capacity until his 
retirement on January 31, 1972. 

He attended Blackburn College for 
two years before transferring to the 
University of Illinois where he received 
his bachelor’s degree in 1931 and the 
Master of Science degree in 1936. 

The Dairy Herd Improvement pro- 
duction record program in the state 
expanded markedly under his guid- 
ance, and Illinois was one of the 
leaders in developing a program to 
calculate production records by elec- 
tronic computers. The Weigh-A-Day-A- 
Month milk production record pro- 
gram started by Cash in 1954 is nowa 
part of the National Cooperative Dairy 
Herd Improvement Program. 

Professor Cash was a leader in 
developing a program of artificial 
insemination of dairy cattle in Illinois, 
and served in an advisory capacity to 
two cooperatives formed to provide 
this service to dairymen. He took an 
active role in the activities of the state 
dairy breed associations, and was 
instrumental in helping them organize 
the Junior Calf Sale where 4-H and 
FFA members were able to buy 
high-quality, registered dairy calves for 
their projects. 

He was a nationally recognized 
dairy cattle judge, and was on the 
approved judges list for several breeds. 
He had also judged cattle in Cuba and 
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Peru. Cash coached the Illinois 4-H 
Dairy Cattle Judging teams for many 
years with consistent success in win- 
ning numerous contests. In 1970, he 
was coach of the University of Llinois 
team that won first place at the 
National Intercollegiate Judging Con- 
test. 

Professor Cash received the USDA 
Superior Service Award in 1960. He 
was honored by the American Dairy 
Science Association in 1964 with the 
DeLaval Extension Award for his 
contributions to dairy extension work. 
In 1974, Cash received the University 
of Illinois College of Agriculture 
Alumni Award of Merit. 

He was an active member of the 
American Dairy Science Association 
holding several offices in the Exten- 
sion section, and also served as 
chairman of the Type Committee. He 
was a member of Alpha Zeta, Epsilon 
Sigma Phi, and Gamma Sigma Delta. 

At the request of Professor Cash’s 
family a memorial fund is being 
established to provide awards to 
outstanding 4-H and Collegiate dairy 
judges in Dlinois. Contributions to this 
memorial may be made payable to the 
Jerry Cash Memorial Fund, and sent to 
Professor Karl E. Gardner, 104 Mum- 
ford Hall, Urbana, Illinois 61801.

SAMUEL BERKE, Deep Lake 
Farm, Lakeville, Conn., died April 14, 
1976. Mr. Berke was born in Boston, 
Massachusetts. He graduated from 
M.I1.T. and for several years served on 
the Visiting Committees for the 
departments of Modern Languages and 
Humanities.

Samuel Berke became a lifetime 
member of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club in June, 1945. Deep Lake 
bred and developed many outstanding 
daughters and granddaughters of 
“Flash” and the influence of the great 
bull is evidenced in many good herds 
throughout the country. 

The herd is being continued by his 
stepson, John Desmond and once the 
estate is settled, the animals recorded 
in the ownership of Mr. Berke will be 
transferred to John. The present herd 
is still strong in the blood of old 
“Flash” and two grandsons, Welcome 
Flashs Hollirex and UNH Darimost 
Noble are being used at Deep Lake 
Farm. 

In 1966 Samuel Berke was nomi- 
nated for a five-year term on the 
Board of Directors of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club. Throughout the 
years under the direction of Mr. Berke 
and later by John Desmond, many 
good Guernseys have been and are 
being bred and developed at Deep 
Lake. 

He is survived by his wife, Evelyn 
(Olson) Berke, Lakeville; two daugh- 
ters, Jean Zietz, McLean, Va., and 
Gertrude Pascale, New York City; and 
one stepson, John Desmond, manager 
of Deep Lake Farm.

Alan was the 1975 runner-up 
winner of the Outstanding Guernsey 
Youth Award. He is a repeat winner of 
the Pacific Northwest Field Area and 
the 1976 winner of the Outstanding 
Guernsey Youth Award. 

Alan is 21 and has always lived at 
Abiqua Acres. He purchased his first 
Guernseys when 9 years of age and he 
now owns 36 head. Since 1968 his 
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Guernseys have been on continuous 
DHIR test and they have been 
classified four times. Alan has won 
many fitting and showing contests and 
held numerous offices in the local and 
state 4-H, FFA and State Junior 
Guernsey Breeders’ Associations. In 
1974 he won the Oregon State, and 
the National Pacific Region Dairy 
Proficiency Awards. He was a member 
of the Oregon Junior Calf Sale 
Selection Committee. Alan has partici- 
pated in clipping, dairy judging and 
showmanship demonstrations. In 
1972—1973 he was the official judge 
for Dairy Judging Teams practice. 

In 1975, Alan was co-chairman of 
the Oregon Guernsey Junior Calf Sale, 
recipient of the American Farmer 
Degree, winner of the Mid-Willamette 
and the Oregon High Quality Milk 
Awards. He and his parents are 
especially proud to receive the high 
milk quality award for Oregon. 


Alan writes, “I have taken care of 
open class as well as my own herds at 
fairs since 1969 and do all the 
clipping, etc. In 1972 I milked a week 
for Scotty Payne; approximately 55 
cows. Mike Jansen and I took care of 
the Oregon Junior Herd at the 1974 
National Show in Puyallup, Washing- 
ton. We milk in shifts, one of us starts 
and the cther finishes. I do at least 
half of the milking when Dad is home 
and all of it when he is gone. He is 
involved with a number of Co-op 
boards and local organizations so is 
gone quite a lot. This means I must 
understand every aspect of herd health 
and milk quality. We were expecially 
proud to receive high milk quality for 
Oregon in 1975. I get up at 4:15 every 
morning to milk the first shift. I feed 
hay, silage, and grain to calves. Mom 
feeds the milk to the calves. Manure 
disposal and working with herd health 
problems are also some of my duties. 
Selection of sires for our breeding 
program is shared by Dad and I, and I 
am learning artificial insemination. 
During the hay season I am in charge 
of getting the hay hauled, including 
our own and the local hay we buy. My 
father has arthritis in his shoulders so 
is unable to handle bales. We milk 
55—60 cows and have approximately 
60 head of calves and heifers at all 
times. My parents are gone quite a lot, 
at which time I manage the dairy with 
the help of a calf feeder. 

““My parents and I are in the process 
of forming a partnership for 1976. I 
plan to continue improving my all- 
registered Guernsey herd in both type 
and production as well as producing a 
high-quality milk. Dairy Judging is 
very important and I plan to continue 
my interest in that field. I will 
gradually buy my parents out as they 
retire from the dairy business. J feel

The 1976 runner-up National Youth 
winner and Outstanding Guernsey 
Youth winner in the Midwest Field 
Area is John Lurvey, Boulder View 
Farm, Baraboo, Wisconsin. John is 21 
and was active with Guernsey projects 
for nine years. He is currently the 
owner of 14 Guernseys. His cows have 
been on DHIR test for the last four 
years. In 1975 six of his cows had an 
actual DHIR average of 13,931 lbs.

were classified for an average of 87.8.

steaded in 1855 by Christen F. Wirt, 
Elmer’s grandfather. Elmer’s dad died 
in 1912 leaving his mother with six 
young children. The family remained 


-on the farm, renting the land out until 


1916 when Elmer at the age of 15 
along with his mother, began farming. 
Elmer bought the farm in 1936. 

On April 10, 1926, he married 
Maude Beech and they have three 
children, Russell Wirt, Lewiston; Mary 
(Mrs. Roman Walch) Rollingstone, 
and Rebecca (Mrs. John Walch) 
Blooming Prairie. They have 14 
grandchildren and one in-law grand- 
daughter. 

The first Guernsey arrived on Maple 
Leaf Farm in 1912 when Elmer’s 
father, Jacob, bought a Guernsey bull 
shortly before his death. The first 
registered female arrived some years 
later. When Elmer was first attempting 
to breed a good herd, he bought and 
sold quite a few animals. After doing 
this for some years he decided he was 
not making the progress he desired. 
Since about 1940, only about six 
females have been added and until 
George Chambers talked Elmer into 
consigning to the 1947 Minnesota 
State Sale, very few females were sold, 
except to the butcher. 

Elmer has for years attempted to 
breed cows with size, and always was a 
breeder dedicated to high milk yield. 
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He believes you must breed cows that 
not only have the will to milk, but also 
have correct functional type. He bred 
cattle that had outstanding longevity. 
In 1966 he had five homebred 
Excellent cows in the herd, four of 
which were over nine years of age. 

The herd has met with some 
measure of success. It has been 
awarded the Gold Star Breeder award 
13 times, including 1975. It has been 
high production herd in the state 
several times; has won premier breeder 
and premier exhibitor awards at the 
Minnesota State Fair; has exhibited 
grand champions at the Minnesota 
State Fair, National Dairy Cattle 
Congress and World Dairy Expo. 
Elmer won the first premier dairyman 
award in Winona County D.H.I.A., and 
has had the highest living lifetime 
production cow. 

Elmer has always believed that if a 
farm is to have an outstanding herd of 
cattle, it must have a good fertility and 
cropping program. He was a pioneer in 
contour strip farming, the use of large 
amounts of commercial fertilizer and 
early planting of corn. He was among 
the first to cut first-crop hay in late 
May and early June and harvest three 
and four cuttings of alfalfa each year. 

Elmer has served as president of the 
Minnesota Guernsey Breeders’ Associa- 
tion and Minnesota Purebred Dairy 
Cattle Association. He was secretary of 
County DHIA, a member of Lewiston 
School Board, member of Lewiston 
Co-op Board; past president of the 
County Extension Board, and Farmers 
Community Park Board; member of 
County Farm Bureau Board, and a 
member of the Church of The 
Brethren.

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| ntroduction 


Although any one year may lose some of its significance 
in the continuity of time, each succeeding year leaves some 
alteration on the dairy industry. Irrespective of the 
changing forces — even to ever growing political overtones 
— the commercial marketplace is still, nevertheless, the 
dominant force charting alterations. 

To deny this is to deny reality — and the Guernsey 
community has no alternative but to likewise viably orient 
itself to the demands of the commercial marketplace. One 
such point of emphasis is the shift in the utilization of milk. 
Now more than one-half the U.S. milk supply goes into 
manufactured products, rather than into fluid packages, 
which have become dominant pricing forces. Currently, not 
only the need to improve nutritional quality of fluid milk — 
but product yield into manufactured products has 
catalyzed an unprecedented interest in component pricing 
of fluid milk at the producer level. 

Fortunately, Guernsey milk fulfills an unusual versatility 
— whether it be demand for beverage and nutritional 
quality or manufactured product yield — to take advantage 
of opportunities in the commercial marketplace. The 
changing market is providing opportunities to help bring 
some much deserved equity into milk pricing as well as 
competitive market opportunities. 


HERD REGISTER 


REGISTRATIONS: The 27,441 Guernseys registered in 
1975 consisted of 26,068 female recordings and 1 ,373 bull 
recordings. Total registrations were down 5.1% from the 
previous year. 


The ten high states were led by Wisconsin, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and Indiana, and in the same positions as the previous 
year. Minnesota showed the largest gain and moved into 
fifth place. Michigan and Illinois showed gains and moved 
into seventh and ninth respectively. 


Effective March 1, 1975, registration fees were increased 
by $1.00 per application in each of the three age categories 
for animals under twenty-four months of age and $4.00 per 
application for those over twenty-four months. This was

The recent formation of the Tri-State Guernsey 
Cooperative, as a third operating producer cooperative of 
all Guernsey producers, is an example of Guernsey 
producers providing their own marketing arm — not only to 
retain a justified trademark program, but to also be 
prepared to assess future market demands in terms of their 
own operation. 

However, basic and essential to responding to a 
commercially dominant marketplace for Guernsey interests 
is an aggressive and sustained dedication to increasing milk 
flow throughout the breed. The commitment to this 
objective is increasing but the benefits of accomplishment 
can be hastened by a total commitment. 

The total marketing structure for milk is not simply 
“formula pricing’’ but requires efficient production and at a 
profit. This phase of marketing has changed also — costs of 
feed, labor, equipment and other overhead are not likely to 
ease soon. 

The re-evaluation that is taking place offers opportunity 
for Guernsey interests to fulfill a renewed commercial 
demand for an adequate supply of efficient, profitable cows 
more adaptable to today’s changing market. It can be done, 
and it can be rewarding. A total breed commitment to: (a) 
immediately eliminating all sires of breed average or less in 
either pedigree or performance; and (b) planning, seeking 
out, developing and adequately sampling the best genetic 
prospects of the breed in the form of young sires can build 
for the breed a commercial challenge that is feasible, that is 
necessary, and it can be profitable.

the first registration fee increase in ten years for the age 
group under eight months. 


During the last week of February and the first week of 
March, a total of 7,113 applications for registration were 
received by the Herd Register Department. This compared 
to a total of 1,731 registration applications received during 
the same period of the previous year. 


From May | to August 1, 1975, animals two years and 
older could be registered at the previous rates of $20.00 for 
members and $21.00 for non-members. During the 
three-month period, 309 animals over two years old were 
registered as compared to 239 animals for the same period 
in 1974. 


Registration by tattoo accounted for 3,887 animals, or 
14.5%, which is 3.2% less than the all-time high in 1974. 
The option of registration by tattoo only or sketch as 
identification was started in 1970. 


TRANSFERS: Title to 14,475 Guernseys were transfer- 
red in 1975, of which 13,951 were females and 524 were 
buils. Total transfers were 2.4% less than 1974. 


Transfers to buyers in foreign countries were up 7.2% 
from the previous year. A total of 102 animals were 
transferred to buyers in Canada, Mexico, Venezuela, and 
the Dominican Republic. 


Pennsylvania showed an increase in the number of 
animals transferred and led all states in this category. 
Pennsylvania also led all states in the number of new buyers 
during 1975. For all states, transfer were made to 1,222 
new buyers for an increase of 2.6% over the previous year. 


MEMBERSHIP: There were 77 breeders who became 
members of the Club during 1975, including three 
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sustaining members, and five memberships were renewed. 
The senior membership now totals 3,541. 


Junior memberships issued during the year increased 18% 
over 1974. The 181 new memberships issued brings the 
total junior membership to 1,375. 


The membership lists were converted to tape file and for 
the first time, the annual membership list was printed from 
a computer print-out. A listing of junior members was also 
aga from the computer file for states requesting the 
isting. 


PROVISIONAL REGISTRATION: Cows qualifying for 
Provisional Registration totaled 49 for the year to total 633 
animals that have qualified. 


Another 222 female descendants of Provisional Registra- 
tion cows were entered in the Herd Register during 1975, 
and 1,248 female descendants have been recorded to date 
under the program. 


BLOOD-TYPING: The requirement of blood-typing 
living parents of bulls used in A.I. resulted in increased 
activity in this area. A total of 288 Guernseys were 
blood-typed in 1975 at the Texas A & M Serology 
Laboratory, compared to 213 in 1974. To date, 6,746 
Guernseys have been blood-typed under the program 


The blood-typings for 1975 consisted of 115 bulls for 
permanent record in accordance with A.I. requirements and 
70 animals in the routine “spot check” program. The 
balance of 35 animals blood-typed represented parents of 
bulls entering A.I. units or animals involved in parentage 
problems. 


ARTIFICIAL INSEMINATION: Artificial insemination 
accounted for 16,575 animals registered in 1975. This is 
60.4% of the year’s recordings and equals the all-time high 
percentage attained in 1972. 


This was the first full year for the requirement to “‘list” a 
bull the first time his semen is collected during the year. 
Listing reports and fees were submitted for 171 such 
Guernsey bulls in 1975. 


PERFORMANCE PROGRAMS 


PRODUCTION TESTING: At the close of 1975, 336 
herds were on DHIR test, totaling 19,749 cows. Fifteen 
new herds enrolled on DHIR in 1975, and 17 terminated. 


The 17,876 records made official during the year 
averaged 11,475 pounds of milk and 537 pounds of fat on 
an M.E. 305—2x basis. This is an increase of 334 pounds of 
milk and 16 pounds of fat from 1974. 


The official three-year rolling breed average as of January 
1, 1976 is 11,532 pounds of milk and 528 pounds of fat, 
with milk up 75 pounds, and fat up 2 pounds. 


Indiana remains in the lead with 38 herds and 1914 cows 
on DHIR test and is followed by Ohio with 32 herds and 
1558 cows. In cow numbers they are followed by 
Washington with 1387, South Carolina with 1149 and 
Wisconsin with 1107. South Carolina had the largest 
increase in cow numbers with 129, and Oregon had the 


largest increase in herds with three new ones. 


The yearly completion of records of 20,000 pounds or 
more of milk totaled 77 records to bring the all-time total 
to 868; and the 45 completed records of 1000 pounds or 
more of fat brings the new all-time total to 926 such 
records. 


Approximately 25% of the records made official met the 
monthly publishing level for the Journal and 14.3% met 
news release requirements. 


Three Silver Star and fourteen Gold Star Sire awards 
were approved in 1975, which brings the total to 82 Silver 
Star and 148 Gold Star Awards since the program started in 
1968. At the close of 1975, the program was curtailed to 
consider an alternate program. 


There were twenty-seven Gold Star Breeders and nine 
Gold Star Herds recognized for the 1974 award year. Seven 
were were first-time awards. The 36 Gold Star Awards went 
to herds in 15 states with Indiana leading with six herds. 


Volume XXVIII of the Performance Register published 
in 1975 contained performance data made official for 
1974. It consisted of 473 pages with 19,421 production 
records, 14,933 classification ratings and 3 422 summarized 
sires. Distribution totaled 209 copies. 


HIGH RECORDS: Highlighting the DHIR production 
records made official during the year were the following: 


Fra Hib Topcats Saphire, owned by Dr. J.L. & J. W. 
McKitrick and James K. Heidrich, Harrison, Ohio, 
completed the highest record for the year, regardless of age 
or division. Her senior three-year-old record of 30,730 
pounds milk and 1,498 pounds fat in the 365—2x division 
is first for both milk and fat in that division. It is also the 
top record for milk and fat for all classes under five years of

A new herd lactation average was set by Kellogg Farm, 
Michigan State University, with 65 records that averaged 
17,004 pounds milk and 756 pounds fat on an M.E. 
305—2x basis. This is their fifth average over 16,000M in 
six years. Dardenella Farm, Orangeburg, South Carolina, 
had 32 records completed that averaged 16,817M — 742F. 
Additionally four herds averaged over 15,000 pounds milk 
and 20 herds were in the 14,000 pound range. 


TYPE CLASSIFICATION: A total of 280 herds and 
10,032 individual type classification ratings were assigned 
during 1975 by Merton B. Sowerby. Due to the cycle of 
schedules, one less schedule occurs every third year and 
1975 was such a year. Herds classified for the first time 
totaled 24. Included in the year’s total were 9,698 
registered animals and 334 unregistered. 


Registered cows classified for the first time totaled 6,510 
and represented 67.13% of the total with the following 
summary: Excellent — 33 (.51%); Very Good — 2134 
(32.78%); Desirable — 3844 (59.05%); Acceptable — 460 
(7.07%); Fair — 35 (.54%); and Poor — 4 (.06%). 


Reclassified registered cows totaled 3188 or 32.87% of 
the total with the following results: Excellent — 208 
ae Very Good — 2429 (76.19%); Desirable — 398 
12.48%); Acceptable — 127 (3.98%); Fair — 25 (.78%); 
and Poor — 2 (0.06%). 


PEDIGREES: There were 14 sale catalogs produced in 
1975 of which eleven were computerprints and 3 were 
typewritten, totaling 544 pages. Individual pedigrees 
numbered 260 and requests were filled for 10 type 


classification listings, 7 sire summaries and 72 performance 
listings. 


JOURNAL 


The 12 monthly issues of the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal 
contained 1384 pages in 1975. Primarily the result of a 
decline in breeder advertising, this was a total decrease of 
204 pages. The commercial advertising, appearing in the 
“This Dairy Business’ section of each issue increased from 
12 in 1974 to 38 in 1975. Production Testing statistics 
increased from 135 pages to 171, and featured 77 pages of 
DHIR records, 35 pages of Sire Summaries, four pages 
listing top cows, three pages on 100,000 Ibs. lifetime 
producers, three pages of Sire Summaries and Type 
Classification breakdowns, 37 pages of Cow Indexes, two 
pages on the 50 PD milk sires, one page on Milk Flow 
Queens and six on Gold Star Dams. 


The editorial material reported 95 meetings, 60 sales, 
112 shows and fairs, 403 news and chat items, and news 
stories. There were 35 Gold Star Sires, 16 Silver Stars, 27 
Gold Star Breeders and 9 Gold Star Herds. Throughout the 
year, 45 class leader tables or national, first-place class 
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leading write-ups, 12 editorials, and 21 feature stories were 
also published. In the special “This Dairy Business” section 
there were 38 pages of commercial advertising and 48 pages 
of editorial material for a total of 86 pages. 


During the year, 4,600 copies of the Guernsey Breeders’ 
Journal were published each month. The top five states in 
circulation were Wisconsin, 429; Pennsylvania, 350; Ohio, 
227; New York, 224, and Minnesota, 208. 


The top five states in advertising were Pennsylvania with 
52 pages; Wisconsin, 44; California, 42; Washington, 40; 
and Indiana, 37. California initiated a regular state page 
schedule in 1975. 


The March, 1975 issue of the Journal was the largest one 
published during the year; it carried 120 pages of 
advertising, 67 pages of editorial, and seven pages of 
production testing data. This issue featured the 1975 
Annual Meeting Directory and featured herds in Idaho, 
Montana, Oregon, Washington, Wyoming, Arizona, Califor- 
nia, Colorado, New Mexico and Utah. This directory 
accounted for 115 pages of the total advertising carried in 
March. The November Sire Directory issue was the second 
largest with 168 pages, 89 of which were advertising, 77 
editorial and two were production testing. 


During the year the Journal staff in addition to attending 
regular meetings, sales and shows, visited 198 farms and 
assisted in the preparation of much of the advertising copy. 


Sales: The 56 public auctions which were reported to the 
Journal in 1975 grossed $1,483,635 on 2,717 head to 
average $546.05, which is the fourth highest average in the 
58 years of keeping sales records. Seventeen head sold for 
$3,000 or more and 32 head for $2,000 or more. 


Top selling animal and highest selling female for the year 
was Villa Crest W. Merry at $7,000. Bred and consigned by 
Virgil C. Weaver, Goshen, Indiana, she was purchased by 
Dr. Earl Merz, Chicago, Illinois, and Bristol, Wisconsin, and 
Chester and Barbara Williams, Waukesha, Wisconsin, in the 
Villa Crest Sale. 


The top selling bull for the year and fifth high animal 
was Yellow Creek Prince Noble at $5,000, in the Sixth 
Yellow Creek Sale. Bred by Oscar R. Weaver, Goshen, 
Indiana, he was consigned by Irene Hunsberger, Ionia, 
Michigan; Mr. & Mrs. Joseph Ferris, New Wilmington, 
Pennsylvania; Robert E. Armstrong, New Castle, Pennysl- 
vania; and Harold and William Cannon, Sharon, Pennsylva- 
nia, and was purchased by the Yellow Creek Prince Noble 
Syndicate.

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Late Summer Seeding 


for Next Year’s Forage 


By Professor Darrell A. Miller, 
University of Illinois 


Yes, you can increase your forage 
production next year through either 
proper establishment of a new forage 
seeding or by improving your old 
stand. I will focus primarily on 
alfalfa establishment since it is 
universally grown and generally con- 
sidered the main component of a 
productive forage. 

Establishing alfalfa in the late 
summer is a possibility for many 
areas of the United States, and this 
method has many merits: 

Greater assurance of a stand. No 
competition from a companion crop. 
Generally there is no weed problem 
with a late summer seeding. Remov- 
ing competition of acompanioncrop 
or weeds enables the forage to 
develop top potential. 

High-quality, high-yielding peren- 
nial forage. The establishment as- 
sures a high yielding potential for 
next year. 

Minimum soil erosion. Quick 
cover comes from the rapidly estab- 
lishing forages and the perennial sod 
cover of the established crop. 

A crop important in its own right. 
Good forage is not a “catch” crop, 
but a “cash” crop in the fullest sense 
of the word. 

Establish a Uniform and 
Vigorous Crop 


A uniform distribution of plants 
provides the greatest opportunity for 
each plant to utilize the potentials of 
the environment. Vigorous species 
and varities with high potential yields 
are necessary to utilize the resources 
of the environment. 

Establishment methods and time 
vary according to species, geographi- 


cal location, and topographic posi- 
tion. Perennial, small-seed forage 
legumes and grasses have similar 
seeding requirements. Here are steps 
to success: . 


1. Soil selection: Well drained soils 
- or poorly drained soils with 2% 
slope or more. 


2. Soil test: We prefer to test the 
soil 6 months ahead of seeding. One 
of the best times of the year is August 
to September since soil test values 
will be the lowest at this time of the 
year, giving you a critical low level of 
the soil nutrient supplying power. 
The test should give a current esti- 
mate of pH, Pi, K and organic matter 
levels. Lime the soil to a pH of 6.5 or 
more. If more than 5-6 tons is need- 
ed, apply half before the primary 
tillage, half before the secondary 
tillage. With less than 5-6 tons, apply 
it before the secondary tillage. 

3. Seed-bed: This step is very im- 
portant. It should be free of weeds, 
trash, and crop residues, which might 
interfere with seeding and soil com- 
paction. The primary tillage should 
be plowing if the preceding crop was 
a small grain. Following the primary 
tillage one should disc and/or har- 
row to help level the seedbed. 


4. Fertilization: Broadcast before 
seeding or at seeding. Even alfalfa 
seeded alone, uses 20 Ibs. of nitro- 
gen/A on soils with less than 2.5% 
organic matter. If band seeding, 
apply with phosphorus through a 
grain drill. If broadcast seeding, 
apply broadcast with phosphorus 
and potassium. We would like to see 
a P: test of at least 30-45 and a K test 
of around 300 plus. Apply all phos-

5. Maintain fertility: Apply an-

6. Seeding: Firm the seedbed with 
a corrugated roller just before plac- 
ing the seed on the soil surface. Firm 
the seed into contact with soil by cor- 


rugated roller on press wheels. Cor- 
rugated roller seeders do all of these 
operations at the same time. 

Band seeding with grain drill re- 
quires corrugated roller before seed- 
ing and either press wheel attach- 
ment on the drill or corrugated roller 
to follow seed placement. 

7. Put seed '4, to '/) inch deep: A 
firm seedbed before seeding, place- 
ment of seed on soil surface and firm- 
ing seed into contact with the soil gets 
this depth for most seeds. 


8. Seeding rates: We have found in 
Illinois 12 Ibs. of alfalfa per acre is 
sufficient for late summer seeding. 
If alfalfa is seeded with a grass we 
suggest 8-10 Ibs/A alfalfa and 4-6 
lbs/A orchardgrass; or 8-10 lbs/A 
alfalfa and 6 lbs/ A smooth brome- 
grass. 

9. Seed high yielding variety: 
Select high quality, high yielding var- 
ieties of certified seed from a reputa- 
ble recognized seed company. Most 
all states have a variety testing pro- 
gram, so check with your extension 
personnel to verify the performance 
of each variety in your area. Within 
alfalfa there are many varieties from 
which to choose. 

If one is choosing a grass to seed 
with alfalfa, we would suggest or- 
chardgrass or smooth bromegrass. 

10. Seeding date: As a rule of 
thumb, seed early enough to (a) catch 
the early fall rains, and (b) to allow 
about 60 to 65 days of growth before 
a killing frost. 

11. Weed control: Very seldom 
does one need a preemergence her- 
bicide with a late summer seeding 
and good seedbed preparation. If 
broadleaf weeds develop after the 
crop begins to grow, one can use a 
postemergence herbicide, such as 
4,2-4 DB. Always follow label direc- 
tions. 
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12. Insect control: Observe the 
growth carefully for leafhoppers. 
More late summer establishments 
are lost due to leafhopper damage of 
alfalfa than is often thought. Again, 
check with your extension personnel 
to see which insecticides are suggest- 
ed for use on forages in your area. 


13. Harvesting frequency: One 
should not remove any of the late 
summer growth. Next year this seed- 
ing can be harvested every 30-35 days 
until the last harvest in the fall. This 
will allow the alfalfa plant to store 
enough soluble carbohydrates for 
winter survival. 


Grazing Option Suggestion 

Grazing may be used in place of 
hay harvesting. Graze ona rotational 
base for 7 to 10 days at a time with 30 
to 35 days rest between grazing 
periods. Avoid grazing when soils are 
wet. Begin grazing cycle at sign of 
first flower of alfalfa or when grass is 
in the boot stage. After each grazing 
period, clip off the ungrazed portion 
so that all regrowth is of the same 
stage and quality of forage can be 
maintained much easier. 


Following these simple steps or 
Management practices, one can 
produce high quality forage. O

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J. C. PENNEY MEMORIAL LIBRARY 
AND MUSEUM DEDICATED 


SUNDAY, APRIL 11, 1976, was 
“James Cash Penney Day”’ in Missouri. 
Governor Christopher Bond issued a 
proclamation to that effect and 
announcements appeared in many 
newspapers and other news media 
channels. 

The occasion was the dedication of 
the J. C. Penney Memorial Library and 
Museum at Hamilton, Missouri, where 
Mr. Penney was born in 1875. He died 
after a most illustrious career in the 
business world, farmer and livestock 
breeder, in 1971, at the age of 95 
years. 

The Penney Library and Museum is 
a beautiful building, yet in keeping 
with the general layout and construc- 
tion pattern of Hamilton, a town of 
about 2,000 people. The building is 
located on the main street and is of 
brick and frame construction. One 
wing will serve as the new Hamilton 
Library and is beautifully equipped. 
One wing is the Penney Museum. 
Attractively displayed in the Museum 
are thousands of momentos of Mr. 
Penney’s career as one of the great 
“merchant princes” of America. Shar- 
ing considerable space also are pic- 
tures, brochures and plaques, associ- 
ated with Mr. Penney’s activities as a 
farmer and a world renowned breeder 
of Guernsey cattle, Aberdeen Angus, 
and Herefords. At one time, he owned 
11 large farms including the “Home- 
place” where he was born. In addition 
to cattle, Mr. Penney, in the early 40s, 
also had extensive swine and horse 
breeding operations in the Hamilton 
area. 

The lower floor of the building is 
equipped to serve as a community 
center for Hamilton. It is complete 
with a kitchen, restrooms, storerooms 
and chairs. The people planning the 
building wanted a “useful facility” 
that would be in keeping with the 
Penney tradition of service. They 
achieved their goal. 

Funds for construction of the 
Library and Museum were furnished 
by the citizens of Hamilton, Penney 
Co. employees, and the Penney family. 

Of interest to Guernsey breeders 
will be a large panel of well-arranged 
pictures showing many of the cattle at 
Foremost Farms, Hopewell Junction, 
New York. Scenes from the Foremost 
Guernsey Farms, at Columbia, Mo., 
and from Mr. Penney’s Pre Eminent 
Guernsey Farm, Gallatin, Mo. (just 12 
miles from Hamilton) where he built a

herd of some 500 head, after he gave 
Foremost Farms, New York, to the 
University of Missouri in 1952. 

A large bronze statue of Langwater 
Foremost adorns one of the display 
cases. This statue is on loan from the 
University of Missouri. Langwater 
Foremost was instrumental in estab- 
lishing the Foremost Farms herd. The 
farm and herd in New York was 
named “Foremost,” after the bull, 
from the earlier name of Emmadine 
Farms. 

The dedication ceremonies were 
short, but impressive. Over 600 people 
were present. 

E.R. “Bob” Penney, Leawood, 
Kans., a nephew of J.C. Penney, and 
recently retired manager of the Ward 
Parkway Penney Store in Kansas City, 
Mo., presided. “Bob” Penney was one 
of the principal workers in getting the 
Library and Museum program under- 
way. 

Representatives of the 12th District 
Masonic Order, Braymer, Mo., con- 
ducted the comerstone laying ceremo- 
ny at 2:00 p.m. An overflowing crowd 
was present at the Dedication Ceremo- 
ny held in the Community Meeting 
Room of the building. 

E.R. Penney introduced the Rev. 
Carl Whitacre, Pastor, United Meth- 
odist Church, Hamilton, who gave the 
invocation. 

The American Guernsey Cattle Club 
provided a beautiful plaque, properly 
inscribed, for the Museum. The plaque 
was presented by AGCC Past President 
Harry A. Herman, as a part of the 
dedication ceremonies. L. R. Rainey,

Hallsville, Mo., former manager of 
Foremost Farms, Columbia, presented 
a beautiful Lifetime Membership Cer- 
tificate in the Missouri Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association for J. C. Penney. 

Harold S. Winter, H.C.S.C. News 
Director, Laguna Beach, Calif., pre- 
sented a plaque with appropriate 
remarks. He was followed by Congress- 
man Jerry Litton, who resides at 
Chillicothe, Mo., and was acquainted 
with Mr. Penney’s farm activities. 

Congressman Litton, now a candi- 
date for U.S. Senator, in a short 
message told of Mr. J. C. Penney’s long 
record of hard work, thrift, dedication 
to fairness and honesty, and deep 
religious convictions. He urged that 
our country and its political leaders be 
guided by these same principles. 

Andrew Cummings, Vice-President, 
Personnel, J.C. Penney Co., New 
York, N.Y., spoke on the principles of 
the “Golden Rule” which has guided 
the Penney Company from the first 
store, opened in 1902, at Kemmerer, 
Wyo., to its present 2,050 stores. 

One of the highlights of the day 
came when Mrs. J. C. Penney, who had 
journeyed from New York City came 
to the platform. She reminisced a bit 
on Mr. Penney’s great love for 
Hamilton, his farming and livestock 
interests, and his friends in the area. 

The benediction was given by the 
Rev. Frank Schoen, Pastor, Sacred 
Heart Church, Hamilton. Many people 
stayed around for hours looking over 
the Museum and no doubt pondered 
the events that sent their one-time 
country boy to the pinnacle of success 
as a merchant and livestock breeder. 

The Advocate-Hamilton, the town’s 
newspaper, put out a Special Edition 
on the J.C. Penney Memorial Library 
and Museum. One of the sections dealt 
with “J.C. Penney — Philanthropist” 
and listed his many monetary gifts in 
behalf of his fellowmen. It is repro- 
duced as follows: 


J. C. Penney 
Philanthropist 
By Anne Chadwick 


To most, the name J. C. Penney will 
always be synonymous with chain 
store merchandising. But to many, his 
name will long be remembered as a 
generous benefactor to several chari- 
ties. 

The millionaire must have been of 
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the opinion that charity begins at 
home, for he gave generously to 
projects in Hamilton, including the 
construction of a public library in 
1920, of a new high school in 1951 
and a nursing home in the 1960s. He 
was also instrumental in the locating 
of the International Shoe Company 
factory in Hamilton. 

Perhaps his favorite charity was the 
Penney Memorial Home located in 
Green Cove, Florida, dedicated to the 
memory of his parents. The “farm” 
provides a retirement home for super- 
annuated ministers, missionaries and 
church workers. 

In 1925 the first J.C. Penney 
Foundation was established to admini- 
ster activities and donations to such 
organizations at the National Youth 
Conference, Allied Youth, Junior 
Achievement and the National 4-H 
Foundation. The Christian Herald 
magazine was saved from financial ruin 
largely through the efforts of Mr. 
Penney. 

A second Penney foundation was 
organized in 1954 and administered 
donations to the Layman’s Movement 
for a Christian World, the Winston 
Churchill Memorial and Library at 
Westminster College in Fulton, the 
Boy Scouts, etc. 

Another recipient of J.C. Penney 
generosity was the University of 
Missouri, which counts him as one of 
the largest benefactors in the institu- 
tion’s history. 

Although not an alumnus of the 
University, Penney was a frequent 
visitor to the campus, particularly to 
the College of Agriculture. In 1952 the 
College learned that Penney was giving 
them his famed Foremost Guernsey 
dairy herd valued at $875,000. 

Through the Penney Foundation, 
Mr. Penney established two women’s 
interest awards through the School of 
Journalism at UMC. In 1960 he 
established the $13,000 Penney- 
Missouri newspaper award competi- 
tion, announced each spring in Colum- 
bia, and six years later established the 
$10,000 Penney-Missouri magazine 
awards for excellence in women’s 
interest journalism. These awards are 
presented each fall in New York. Both 
awards are among the most prestigious 
in women’s journalism. ~ 

The last major gift of J. C. Penney 
to the University was a warehouse 
building in St. Louis, deeded to the 
institution in 1962. The income from 
the lease guaranteed a loan for the 
construction of the continuing educa- 
tion building on the St. Louis campus 
bearing the name “J.C. Penney 
Building.”

Semen Sales Up In 1975 


ENTHUSIASM FOR the quality of 
bulls being offered livestock breeders 
through Select Sires, Inc. made its 
10th annual meeting held at Plain 
City, Ohio, March 30-31, 1976, a 
very optimistic one. When this federa- 
tion, which now encompasses nine 
farmer owned and controlled artificial 
insemination cooperatives, was formed 
10 years ago, the members could offer 
only 34 proven dairy bulls with an 
average Predicted Difference of +469 
pounds of milk. Today the dairy bull 
battery boasts 80 proven bulls that 
average +852 pounds. The beef cattle 
breeder now has 123 bulls of 24 
breeds for consideration as compared 
to only 26 bulls of 8 breeds a decade 
ago. 

While 1975 was a difficult economic 
year for both beef and dairy cattle 
breeders, Select Sires and its member 
organizations, which stretch from 
Virginia to Washington and Michigan 
to Mississippi, increased the number of 
units marketed to 1,459,208. This was 
an increase of 73,251 units over 1974. 
According to the report of the 
marketing department, the weighted 
averaged Predicted Difference of all 
Holstein semen sold in 1975 was +904 
pounds of milk. 

Jack Dendel, a Guernsey breeder 
from Allegan, Mich., and president of 
Select Sires, noted the addition of All 
West Breeders during the past year has 
been a plus for the federation. Dendel 
also singled out the ability of Select 
Sires dairy young sire sampling pro- 
gram to produce superior new bulls 
each year as the “lifeblood’”’ of the 
organization. During 1975 there were 
73 dairy bulls summarized for the first 
time. Of that number, only 20 met the 
high standards for both production 
and type to be returned to active 
service. 

In his annual report, Richard H. L. 
Chichester, general manager of Select 
Sires, Inc., listed several accomplish- 
ments including: The addition of- All 
West Breeders, Burlington, Wash., as a 
member acquiring an interest in 20 
exotic beef bulls from New Breeds 
Industries; completing a new barn for 
older and crippled bulls; and reaching 
new heights of excellence in dairy and 
beef sires. 

Chichester said, “Select Sires has 
rededicated itself to provide semen 
and service from the most genetically 
superior dairy and beef bulls possible; 
collected, processed, packaged, and 
handled in such a manner to insure 
maximum fertility at a price consistent 
with good business practices for buyer 
and seller.”

DAIRY MONTH 


MORE THAN 91,000 4-H’ers will 
be busy this June helping to promote 
Dairy Month. They are members of 
the national 4-H dairy program, and 
convinced of the importance of 
America’s dairy industry. 

“We need milk or other dairy 
products every day for good nutri- 
tion,” says 4-Her Larry Grim, 17, 
Nampa, Idaho. Last year Grim won a 
national 4-H dairy scholarship donated 
by Insurance Company of North 
America. 

“The only way to assure wholesome 
products for the consumer is to have 
clean, healthy, well-fed animals,” he 
says. “And it’s the only way to make 
dairying profitable.’’ 

Across the country, 4H dairymen, 
9-19, learn-by-doing to apply sanita- 
tion principles and sound management 
practices to the care of one or more 
dairy animals. In practical projects and 
activities supervised by the Coopera- 
tive Extension Service, 4-H’ers also 
discover how dairy products are 
marketed, processed and distributed. 
Many 4-H members find satisfaction in 
fitting and showing dairy animals, and 
in serving on judging teams locally, 
statewide or even nationally. 

To recognize achievement in the 
4-H dairy program, Insurance Compa- 
ny of North America offers a series of 
awards to outstanding 4-H members 
through the National 4-H Service 
Committee. Up to four 4-H’ers per 
county are eligible for medals of 
honor, and one member in each state 
receives an expense-paid trip to the 
55th National 4-H Congress, Novem- 
ber 28 — December 2, in Chicago. Six 
national winners, to be announced 
during Congress, receive $800 college 
scholarships. All winners are selected 
by the Extension Service.

The screening requirements for a young sire to appear on the list are: (a) his sire has a- USDA Summary of a minimum of Plus 300 lbs, 
Predicted Difference for milk; (b) his maternal grandsire has a USDA Summary of a minimum of Plus 300 lbs. Predicted Difference for milk, 

The files are then checked for the dams of the young sires on this list for official classification ratings, official records and USDA Cow 
Index, A young sire out of a dam with a MINUS Index is not listed, 

Below is listed, in summary form, the (1) young sire’s name; (2) birth date; (3) name and address 4 recording owner; (4) name of sire and 
ee (5) name of dam and what information is available in the Club’s files; (6) name of maternal grandsire and summary,

WALTER A. COOK, 89, of 95
